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NOTE: The arguments concerning Yoshioka are considered but not persuasive. Applicant argues that changing mode in Yoshioka is 
unrelated to length of detected period. Reference device changes mode even though detected period was not less than the predetermined 
period. 

Examiner disagrees. Claim 1 does not require that mode changing cannot be done if detected period is not less than the predetermined 
period. For claim 7, Yoshioka can be explained in the following way. [0179] of Yoshioka et al teaches that the controller can decide 
whether or not every time interval represented by second signal exceeds the reference length. If so, a LED turns on. The first mode 
comprises a mode when LED is ON because the detected period exceeds reference length. When the detected period is less than 
reference length, the LED is OFF, which is the second mode. Therefore, Yoshioka et al teach the limitations "changing the computer 
system to a second operational mode (the LED turns OFF is the second mode whereas LED is ON is the first mode) if it was detected that 
the period is less than the predetermined period (LED becomes OFF after it turns ON when signal length is less than reference length), 
otherwise remaining in the first operational mode of the computer system (the LED stays ON if the signal length continues to exceed the 
detected period)". 
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
